-The resulting solution may be placed into a microscale spinning apparatus and fiber 
is formed while wet with methanol. The antimicrobial activity of the peptides may be tested 
in tubes containing LB media innoculated with the peptide-containing fiber and E.coli 
growing at log phase (1 x 10 6 to 1 x 10 7 cells/ml). Aliquots can be taken from the culture 
tube at periodic intervals and absorbance readings at 600 nm (uv/vis) can be measured in a 



microcuvette.
